Grow Blueberries In a Galvanized Trough 


Any one of Keith's Blueberry offers may be grown in a box or gal- 
vanized trough 18 to 24 inches by 36 inches deep by 8 feet long. Fill 
6 inches in bottom with prepared soil (see below), set in the bushes 
and follow instructions as in planting on lawn or garden. If possible 
use soil from Huckleberry or Blueberry marsh where they grow wild. 
Use Plant Food Solution in planting—page 17. 


Have a Permanent Blueberry Planting 


Dig hole 10 feet long, 4 feet wide, 3 feet deep, and line bottom and 
sides with heavy roofing paper to keep out tree roots. Fill with a mix- 
ture of one part top soil, to two parts Keith's Acid Humus (page 6). 
If leaf mold is available, substitute it for Acid Peat Humus or use one- 
third each of all three. In this bed, set 3 Keith's Blueberry bushes. 
To water properly, sink one 4-inch tile near each bush (top flush with 
surface) and fill with water when necessary to keep soil moist. Don't 
use water with lime in it. Use rain water, or water from lake or river. 
It is generally “‘soft.'" Beware of “‘city’’ water. Fertilize the bushes 
when set and three mcre times during summer with Ra-Pid-Gro (see 
page 17) dissolved in the water. 1 lb. makes 22 gallons.

4.0 to 5.1) and plenty of water. Keep this in mind in 
A drained Blueberry (Huckle- 
berry) marsh is ideal. Growths of White Cedar, Leatherleaf, Red Maple, 
etc., are indications of suitable soil. But to make sure always have the soil 
tested for acidity. Water table should be 30 to 48 inches below surface. Some 
soils are found to be too acid and this can be corrected by the addition of 
lime. See your county agricultural agent. Low meadow lands are sometimes 
suitable. Set the plants 6 feet in row, spacing rows 10 feet apart (about 800 
per acre), Write us for further information. 


For Garden or Lawn Planting 


Keith’s Cultivated Blueberries are as easily grown as Roses or shrubs. All 
you have to do is to see that the soil is moist, loose and acid. To accomplish 
these, we suggest the following: Dig a hole 18 inches across (larger for larger 
bushes) and 16 inches deep, and fill half full with a mixture of one part your 
soil, two parts acid peat, leaf mold, marsh soil, or BETTER YET, Keith's Acid 
Peat Humus (see above) which we guarantee for our Cultivated Blueberries. 
Pack this mixture firmly in the bottom half of the hole, then set the bush in on 
packed mixture and fill in around the roots and on top of them with the 
mixture until the hole is full. Pack down very firm, then water thoroughly 
until the whole mixture, from the bottom to top, is thoroughly soaked with 
water, rain water preferred. DON’T USE WATER WITH LIME IN IT. It will 
sweeten the soil. The soil must be kept acid, and don’t let it become dry, 
then you can qrow lots of Blueberries. COMPLETE PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS 
AND CARE COME WITH EACH SHIPMENT. We suggest using Ra-Pid-Gro in 
the water. It's a good Blueberry Fertilizer (page 17). 


Growing Blueberries in Half Barrel 


Blueberries may be grown in a half barrel, large tub, or box submerged or 
not, in the soil so the top is even with the surface. These containers prevent 
outside roots (trees, shrubs, etc.), and soil water from entering the prepared 
sail. For drainage make a few holes in the side of the barrel about one foot 
from the bottom. Fill the barrel two-thirds full with a ‘’prepared”’ soil (see 
this page). Set the bush in the middle and fill full with prepared soil, working 
in well among and around the roots. Pack firm and water with water free 
from lime. Use ‘‘fertilizer’’ water made with fertilizer that comes with the 
bush (page 17). Feed bush every three weeks with this ‘fertilizer water.’ 
Keep the soil acid and moist. Follow suggestions on page 3, also instructions 
that come with bushes.

Premier, etc. 
BOX CULTURE 


Sometimes it is more convenient to make, or use 
ready-made boxes. Boxes should be about 18 
inches wide, 4 feet deep and 6 to 8 feet long, 
whatever size is most convenient. To keep the 
box sides from bulging, wire back and forth 
through sides. Make holes and plant as in Barrel 
Culture, 6 inches apart. Plants required depends 
upon size of box. 


BARREL CULTURE 


Use any common wooden or iron barrel, sugar 
barrel suggested, and bore 2¥2-inch holes 5 inches 
apart over its surface. Two in bottom for drain- 
age. Fill the barrel with good rich soil and tamp 
well. Set plants through holes just like in open 
soil, as the barrel is filled and tamp well around 
roots. Set plants 5 inches apart around and over 
top of barrel. It will take about 75 plants to plant 
a sugar barrel. 


FOR WINTER PROTECTION: Stack fodder, etc., 
around barrel or box. If straw is used, hold it in 
place around barrel or box with lattice or screen, 
woven wire, etc. Place on after freezing weather. 
Remove in spring when plant growth starts. 


PYRAMID CULTURE 


Pyramid culture is recommended by many gar- 
deners today. It's the most simple in construction, 
but takes more ground space than barrel or box 
methods. Make three frames (without bottoms) 
out of 6 in. lumber. The first frame is 6x6 ft. 
square, the second 5x5 ft. and the third 4x4 ft. 
Place largest frame on level ground and fill level 
full with rich garden soil packed well, especially 
in the middle. Walk on it. Place second 5x5 ft. 
frame on top of soil surface in the middle of larger 
frame and fill it with same soil packed level full. 
In the middle of this soil surface place the 4x4 ft. 
frame and fill it an inch or so above the frame 
surface with packed soil. Soil in the middle of 
each frame should be packed very firm to prevent 
seitling. Set the Strawberry plants 5 in. apart in 
the 6-inch soil surface exposed around the frames 
and water thoroughly. Set top surface also. We 
recommend the use of Ra-Pid-Gro plant food 
(page 17). 

A pyramid of this size will take a cubic yard 
of rich soil and accommodate 175 strawberry 
plants. 


If you desire a larger ‘Pyramid Bed,’ make 
your frames accordingly, but in all cases don't 
make the frames so there is over six inches or 
under five inches of soil space exposed. The bed 
should be thoroughly watered when plants are 
set and as often thereafter to keep them vigorous. 
The first watering could be with ‘‘fertilizer water’’ 
made with Ra-Pid-ro and once a month there- 
after up to and including August. 


We recommend for these systems of culture the 
following Strawberries: Premier, Robinson, Fair- 
land, Catskill, or Mastodon (Everbearing). Mulch 
the exposed plants and soil with straw, etc., for 
the winter.

1.—USE ORDER BLANK, filling in all information. 


2.—ORDER EARLY. Orders shipped as requested. First come, first served. 
To get plants shipped on requested date order early. You also get first choice 
of varieties, and avoid substitutions. 


3.—SHIPPING SEASON from late March until late May, depending on season. 
Also in fall after we have had cold enough weather to harden plants. Read 
carefully No. 9 below. 


4.—PLANTING SEASON. Set plants early as you would make early garden 
and from then on until after Corn planting time. (When Oak leaves are about 
the size of squirrel’s ears.) Early set plants always do best. 


5.—REMITTANCE. Post Office Money Order or Express Money Orders are 
safer for you and most convenient for us. Send them when possible. But we 
gladly accept your check, bank drafts, etc. Letters containing currency should 
be REGISTERED. C.O.D. shipments will be made if one-third is sent with order. 


6.—YOUR PROTECTION. We guarantee safe arrival, but do not hold our- 
selves responsible for negligence or damage in transit. We replace orders to 
the extent of damage or loss if customer sends within three days after arrival 
statement from Express Agent or Postmaster showing extent of same. Parcel 
Post shipments must be insured if loss is to be recovered. Raspberry and 
other cane plants travel at customer’s 1isk ordered shipped after May lst and 
Strawberry plants after May 15th. 


7.—EXPRESS SHIPMENTS. Owing to the increase in express rates, we sug- 
gest only the larger orders be sent by Express. The minimum Express rate 
this year is $1.50. Express shipments always travel better than Parcel Post, 
and the shipment always carries insurance against damage or loss. 


8.—PARCEL POST SHIPMENTS. Small orders can be sent cheaper this year 
by Parcel Post into all States except Washington, Oregon, and California. 
If you live in States in Groups 1, 2, and 3, you will find Parcel Post cheaper 
than Express. Parcel Post table bottom page 18 gives postage to add to your 
order cost. 


9.—HAVE PLANTS SHIPPED EARLY. Have your plants shipped early while 
weather is still cool, because all plants should be shipped before they take 
on any spring growth so that you receive and get them planted in the most 
dormant condition possible, we suggest the following. Read carefully....... 

First—Have your plants shipped early and heel them in so you will have 
them as soon as your soil becomes suitable for planting. 


Second—Get your ground ready just as soon as spring weather permits, and 
then get the plants set out as soon thereafter as possible. Get them set while 
they are still dormant. DON'T WAIT until the weather gets hot. Have them 
shipped early and heel them in, then you will always have them on hand. 


Third—Especially have your Blueberry, Raspberry, Rose bushes shipped 
early. Read paragraphs 4 and 6 above. They can be heeled in and kept 
dormant. Have them shipped early. 


STRAWBERRY CULTURE 


SOIL. Any good soil that will grow a paying farm crop will grow Straw- 
berries. The most ideal is a rich, moist, cool, sandy loam. It should be well- 
drained, and not in a low, frosty location. 


SOIL PREPARATION. Thoroughness is very essential. Plow the soil 8 to 10 
inches deep. Do so as far in advance of planting as possible. Allow soil time 
to settle well before planting. Harrow and disk frequently so that top layers 
‘become mellow yet firm before planting. 


ENRICHING THE SOIL. Barnyard manure is always considered best. Apply 
15 to 20 wagon loads per acre before plowing, disk well into soil then plow 
under. Apply 5 to 7 loads of fine, well-rotted manure to the top after plowing, 
and disk and harrow this well into the top layers. On a smaller scale, use 
4 to 5 bushels per square rod. Chicken manure may be used, but it is best to 
mix 1500 lbs. of it with 500 lbs. of 16% acid phosphate and apply at the rate 
of 25 lbs. per square rod. In using COMMERCIAL FERTILIZERS apply 1000 to 
2000 lbs. of a 4-16-4 fertilizer per acre. On smaller lots use 15 to 25 lbs. per 
square rod. Apply to the top soil and disk in like the manure. Do not place 
fe.tilizer in the hole in setting plants. Apply in a shallow trench along each 
side of the row, averaging two teaspoonfuls per plant, at least 2 inches from 
the plant's base. Fill trench with water to soak fertilizer into soil. 


SETTING THE PLANTS. Set as early as possible in the spring. Set the plants 
so the crown is just even with the top of the soil surface and pack soil very 
firm about the roots. There should be no air space around the roots. 


CARE AFTER PLANTING. Keep the blossom clusters picked off. With the 
everbearers, allow those to remain that show up 5 or 6 weeks after planting. 
Keep soil well stirred around planis. If weather is dry and hot, water along- 
side row in a trench. Refill same after water has soaked away. Train run- 
ners in row, spacing them 3 to 4 inches apart. No piling upon each other. 
For best garden results, follow suggestions top page 17. 


WINTER MULCH should be placed on after the soil freezes 2 to 3 inches 
deep. Use straw or other coarse material that will not pack down and 
smother the plants. Apply 3 to 4 inches thick and take part of it off in the 
spring when the plants show growth. Place it between the rows for mulch to 
keep the berries from becoming sandy during rains. 


GRAPE CULTURE 


Grapes may be grown in any fertile well-drained soil. They may also be 
grown along back-yard fence, training the vines on the fence, pruning out the 
old vines as suggested for field culture mentioned herein. Plow the soil in the 


arl ing, or the fall before. Plant in early spring. 
a ay “ (Continued top next column) 


(GRAPE CULTURE—Continued) 

Space rows 9 feet, set plants 12 feet in the row. For light soils or gardens 
set 8 by 10 feet. Dig the hole a foot deep and large enough to prevent cramp- 
ing or crowding roots. Pack the soil firm about the roots, using the top soil, 

Train vines first year to a stake; second year set posts between every other 
plant, staple wire to post about hip high and tie one vine to the wire. Use the 
best one that grew the year before. Next year add another wire, 16 inches 
above the first, and train one vine each way on each wire. Follow this 
system each year using the vines (canes) that grew the year (summer) before 
for the ‘‘arms,’’ one per wire, 4 in all. For a spray schedule, consult your 
county agricultural agent. 


BLACK RASPBERRY CULTURE 


Set plants in spring 3, feet apart in rows spaced 5 feet (gardens) to 7 feet 
(field) apart. Keep ground well cultivated or mulched (4 to 6 inches of straw, 
sawdust, etc.) to keep down weeds and grass. Cut out old canes as soon as 
they are through fruiting, take from garden and burn. Nip ends off new green 
shoots in spring when they are 18 inches high, causing them to branch. This 
prevents long ‘‘weepy”’ canes. In spring trim branches on canes back to 8 to 
10 inches, and long ''weepy”’ canes kack to 3 feet. 


RED RASPBERRY CULTURE 


Set plants 2! feet (garden), 3 feet (field), in the row and space rows 5 feet 
(garden), 6 feet (field), apart. Bushes may be kept in the “hill’’ by cutting off 
all the new shoots that come up between the plants you set, or you may have 
a “hedge row” by allowing the young shoots that come up in the row to grow 
and develop into individual bushes. After fruiting, cut out all old canes that 
fruited, leaving the young shoots that come up from the base of the plant ta> 
remain and make fruiting wood for the following year. Cut canes back im 
spring to 31 feet. 


BOYSENBERRY CULTURE 


Set plants 4 inches deep in rows 6 feet apart (field culture 8 feet). Set plants 
6 feet apart in iow (field culture 8 feet). Be very careful not to break the ten- 
der sprouts coming up from the middle of the root mass. Keep soil well stirred 
around and between plants. Grow some other crop (Potatoes, Tomatoes, etc.) 
between plants first year. Allow the young canes to run on ground. In fall, 
train them in the row and cover lightly with straw, in sub-zero climates. Hold 
straw in place with a little soil along edges. Remove mulch in spring when 
buds begin to ‘’shoot’’ and tie the canes to wires stretched over posts 3 feet 
high. Picture on back cover shows taller posts with two wires stapled to side. 
First wire 21% feet, second wire 41% feet. Cut out old canes as soon as they 
are through fruiting and remove and burn. Allow the young canes to run on 
the ground and handle in fall as mentioned above.
